Horace ‘lucky 
to be alive’ 
after shooting

A PET owner is “extremely upset” 
after her cat was shot - for the second time 
within weeks. 

Coco Harrison-Self, 29, says her feline Hor¬ 
ace has been shot twice by someone with an 
air rifle, intending to kill him. 

After recovering from the first attack three 
weeks ago, the 10-year-old was shot by some¬ 
one again on Thursday. He had to be hospital¬ 
ised, with the vet saying he was “lucky to be 
alive”. 

Coco said: “It’s been extremely upsetting. We 
were shocked. He had a pellet taken out by a 
vet three weeks ago, and here we are again. 

“The vet believes it was a shoot-to-kill. He’s 
very lucky to be alive. Now his life has changed 
completely.” 

The first time Horace was shot, owners 
Coco and Stephen, of Paske Avenue, Haverhill, 
thought he was suffering from old age. But at 
the vets, they discovered he had a pellet inside 
him. 

“We took him to the vets because he had 
trouble moving, thinking that he was getting 
old. But they asked us whether we knew that 
our cat had been shot,” said Coco. 

The vet removed the pellet, but three weeks 
later, the pair discovered that Horace had been 
shot again, in their back garden. 

They drove to Linton on Friday night to see 
a vet, then went on to another in Six Mile Bot¬ 
tom after finding out that Horace had been 
shot above his heart. 

Since spending the weekend at the vets, 
Horace is now recovering at home. 

Coco says they will have to reconsider let¬ 
ting Horace outside, knowing that it could lead 
to his death. 



“I’m very upset,” she said. “We don’t know if 
we’re going to let him out again. Neither of us 
want to let him out, but we also know that if 
he wants to go out, then we have to consider 
whether it’s best for him. 

“Do we keep him inside, or do we let him 
outside to get killed? 

“We need to find out who is doing this so 
they stop shooting my cat and maybe save 
others.” 

Suffolk police are appealing for witnesses. A 
spokesman said: “Anyone who has knowledge 
of the incident or who saw anything suspicious 
should contact Suffolk police on 101 quoting 
crime reference number 37/61701/17.”

Businesswoman ‘living in 
fear of the Haverhill Mafia’ 


A WOMAN says she is ‘living in fear’ following 
three years of terror at the hands of a group 
that call themselves the ‘Haverhill Mafia’. 

Chai Hoon Tew, who runs the Fortune 
Inn Chinese takeaway, in Gloucester Road, 
Haverhill, says she and her partner, Wen Wu, 
have been the victims of vile racial abuse, 
burglary, her car has been burned and the 
group regularly throw rocks and stones at 
her car and business. 

The gang, usually made of seven to eight 
people, also shout at her customers and 
threaten to shut down her shop. 

She said: “I’m am just living in fear. I feel 
like I’m being terrorised and don’t feel like 
police can protect me. 

“I feels hopeless. I worry about one day 
when they will do something more and go 
further. 

“They say to me ‘Chinese lady we will 
close your shop down’. 

“I have had enough, it’s been three years.” 

The gang of youths who have dubbed 
themselves the ‘Haverhill Mafia’ started 
targeting Ms Tew when she started the 
business in 2014. 

She said: “They call themselves the 
Haverhill mafia, they say it to me. 

“Last Tuesday (September 12) they were 
banging windows, and throwing stones at 
my car, at least seven or eight people in the 
gang. This is disgusting.” 

Ms Tew says, despite one attempted 
prosecution and regular calls to police, she 
feels exposed and helpless. 

She said: “Why is there no one to stop 
them? Why can’t the police help us, can they 
protect us? I keep asking for help.” 

Inspector Danny Cooper, Local Policing 
Commander for Haverhill, said: “Since 2015, 
there have been sporadic reports to police 
of crimes and anti-social behaviour at a 
business premises on Gloucester Road. 

“All incidents have been recorded and

investigated by police and a number of 
people have been arrested and interviewed. 
Police have also issued dispersal orders, 
behaviour notices and ensured appropriate 
bail conditions have been applied. 

“These actions had a significant, positive 
effect and police had not received any 
reports of incidents over the last nine 
months. Unfortunately, further reports of 
issues have been made to us this week. 

“Officers have made initial contact with 
the owner of the business and this will be 
followed up by the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team who will work with them to address 
the problems raised.” 

Among the vile taunts made by the group 
are racist songs and the group have also 
previously burgled the takeaway. 

The 42-year-old mum of one said: “They 
sing ‘ching chong’ at me. Sometimes they 
will hear me and they will also swear at me 
in front of my two-year-old baby. 

“Last year they targeted me three times in 
one month, the first time we didn’t have a 
back lock and they came in the back. Luckily 
all they got was drinks and a little bit of till 
money.” 

Ms Tew now feels so hopeless that she 
can’t see a way forward. 

She said: “They always get off, I don’t know 
what to do. I don’t know who can help me 
now, I just regret I came to the town. What 
can I do? I can’t sell my business I’ve got a 
two-year-old daughter now. 

“I like the people here, but I never knew 
about this kind of behaviour. But now I think 
maybe this isn’t a very nice place, but it’s too 
late I have the shop already.” 

Over the last three years, Ms Tew says the 
gang have intermittently stopped but every 
time they return things get worse. 

Ms Tew said: “Obviously they are a strong 
group and not that easy to break up.” 

She added: “Last month they cut my 
phone line so five shops in this area were cut 
off. 

“It’s completely out of control. Then when 
you hear about things like the stabbing that 
happened it’s really like no one is helping us, 
that no one is protecting us.” 


Social media users slam police

Several readers criticised 
the actions taken by police. 

Neil Hunt said: "The 
police are powerless to do 
anything because they're too 
busy out speed trapping...3 
cars between here & Bury 
last Sunday night but none 
in town." 

Mike Palmer said: "When 


it comes to crime, the police 
couldn't care less (look 
what happened in Cromer).

Wayne Phillips said: 
"Haverhill LOL full of chavs 
and skanks, did I say that 
aloud?"

She said: "She's a lovely 
lady and has a beautiful 
daughter!!" 

Zini Dishi also hit out at 
police. 

She said: "It just shows 
our police are useless and 
our laws protect criminals. 
Feel sorry for the family." 

Kimberly Schoenberg said: 
"So sad!! Let the woman 
make a living!"

Car skids off 
A14 in wet 
weather 

TWO people had a lucky escape 
after the car they were travelling 
in careered off the road and into a 
ditch. 

The car came skidding off the 
A14 westbound near Exning in 
wet conditions around 3.30pm on 
Saturday afternoon. 

But despite this dramatic looking 
picture taken by BCH Road Policing, 
the driver and passenger were 
unhurt. 

In wet weather, stopping distances 
will be at least double those required 
for stopping on dry roads. This is 
because your tyres have less grip on 
the road. 

In wet weather: 

• You should keep well back from 
the vehicle in front. This will increase 
your ability to see and plan ahead 

• If the steering becomes 
unresponsive, it probably means 
that water is preventing the tyres 
from gripping the road. Ease off the 
accelerator and slow down gradually 

• The rain and spray from vehicles 
may make it difficult to see and be 
seen 

• Be aware of the dangers of spilt 
diesel that will make the surface very 
slippery 

• Take extra care around 
pedestrians, cyclists, motorcyclists 
and horse riders.

Weapons are 
discovered 
in drugs raid 


A MAN has been arrested 
after police seized 19 canna¬ 
bis plants and a collection 
of weapons in a raid near 
Haverhill. 

The 54-year-old man was 
arrested in connection with 
supplying cannabis follow¬ 
ing a police raid in Little 
Wratting on Friday. 

Police descended on the 
property on Haverhill Road 
in the tiny Suffolk village to 
execute a warrant under the 
Misuse of Drugs Act.

scabbard and several knives, 
which were taken using the 
same warrant. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert of Haver¬ 
hill Police said officers had 
been responding to “com¬ 
munity information” when 
they made the raid. 

The man from the Haver¬ 
hill area was later arrested 
on suspicion of being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of a 
controlled drug and pos¬ 
sessing articles for use in 
fraud. 

He was taken to Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investiga¬ 
tion Centre for questioning 
and has been released un¬ 
der investigation pending 


further enquiries. 

This is the latest raid in 
the region as police bid to 
crack down on illegal drugs. 

In a separate raid on Sep¬ 
tember 15, Cambridgeshire 
officers swooped on a home 
in Oakroyd Crescent, Wis¬ 
bech, and discovered rooms 
which contained about 480 
young cannabis plants with 
a potential future yield of up 
to £250,000.

Impact of roads 
on our health 

RE 'back seat driver' Boris Johnson 
reviving the Vote Leave's campaign 
message insisting the NHS could 
receive £350 million per week after 
Brexit.

Pollution-related illnesses from 
motor vehicles, also costs more than 
£350m per week. And, according

In short, lawless drivers need 
to be classified as a life-limiting 
illness and - along with smoking, 
binge drinking, overeating and drug 
addiction - must be eradicated. 

We can't stop life-limiting 
behaviour in the privacy of the 
home - yet - but surely we can stop 
it on public roads, car parks and 
footpaths, and in hospital grounds. 

If children can't walk and cycle 
to school, without being killed by 
the likes of alcoholics, drug addicts, 
phone-addicts and speed freaks, 
Britain can only get poorer. 

In the long term: healthier means 
wealthier.

Another string of crashes 
hits the notorious A1307 


TRAFFIC has been delayed after 
a lorry overturned on a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire road. 

Police received reports of the 
incident on the A1307 Cambridge 
Road, Babraham, near the Babra- 
ham Institute, shortly after 2pm 
last Wednesday afternoon (Sep¬ 
tember 13).

cyclist and a car happened soon 
afterwards.

“An ambulance and ambulance 
officer attended the incident, 
with one patient being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s hospital. The in¬ 
cident was believed to be serious 
but not life threatening.” 

The crashes caused traffic 
hold-ups. 

The incidents are the latest in a 
spate of accidents on the road be¬ 
tween Haverhill and Cambridge.

PROPERTY 
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1 in 4 first-time 
buyers forced to 
borrow longer 



MORE radical solutions are needed to fix Cam¬ 
bridge’s “broken” housing market, as the News 
reveals that a quarter of first-time buyers in the 
city and beyond sign up to 35-year mortgages. 

Last year, 27.4 per cent of mortgages taken 
out by first-time buyers in the CB postcode, 
(461 out of 1,680) was for a term of 35 years or 
longer. The proportion in the first quarter of 
this year rose to 29.8 per cent. 

This compared to 13.9 per cent in 2006, ac¬ 
cording to data released following a Freedom 
of Information request to the Financial Con¬ 
duct Authority, which regulates the financial 
sector. 

In comparison, 12.5 per cent of all loans tak¬ 
en out in 2016 were for 35 years or more. Among 
first-time buyers in the area, 16 per cent took 
out a mortgage that was 4.5 times their income 
or more last year, compared to 11.6 per cent in 
2007 - just as the financial crash hit. 

This rose to 18.7 per cent in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2017, making first-time buyers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire 1.7 times more likely to take out 
large-income multiple mortgages, compared 
to the national average of 11.1 per cent.

Cambridge MP Daniel Zeichner said more 
needed to be done to ease the situation, par¬ 
ticularly for younger people in the city. 

He said: “I am very concerned to hear peo¬ 
ple are signing up for ever longer mortgages. 
It will be harder on people through their 
working lives, but will also artificially inflate 
the housing market. 

“At the moment, it is really difficult, partic¬ 
ularly for first-time buyers. We need to build 
more houses, but it is no good if those houses 
just become investment opportunities. To re¬ 
ally break the cycle needs radical change.” 

The city’s executive councillor for housing, 
Kevin Price, said long-term mortgages were of¬ 
ten all younger buyers could afford, but noted 
that they would affect buyers long into later life. 

“They won’t have paid it off until well into 
their 60s,” he said. “Not only are many people 
taking out longer-term mortgages when they 
buy for the first time, but they are older than 


the average first-time buyer a decade ago, and 
are having to put down much higher deposits. 

“People used to be able to afford to buy their 
first house in their mid-20s and now the aver¬ 
age age, especially in the South, is 30 or older 
and the average deposit has doubled to well 
over £30,000. 

“Longer-term mortgages are, in many cases, 
the only way someone can afford to buy at all 
but it means that they won’t have paid it off un¬ 
til well into their 60s. Overall homeownership 
is falling, especially in Cambridge, and if we are 
to reverse that trend the Government need to 
radically rethink their housing policies. 

“There’s no sign of that happening and we 
are on the sixth housing minister in seven 
years, which tells you all you need to know 
about how seriously the Government really 
takes fixing this broken market.” 

However, Mark Harris, chief executive of 
mortgage broker SPF Private Clients, said 
longer-term mortgages were sometimes the 
only way to get on the property ladder. 

He said: “The days of the 25-year mortgage 
are a thing of the past. More people are opt¬ 


ing for longer terms of 30, 35 or even 40 years 
because it helps with affordability - paying the 
mortgage back over a longer period of time 
means cheaper mortgage payments. 

“Of course, borrowers do pay more interest 
in the long run and that has to be factored in 
when working out how much a mortgage will 
cost you. But if it means the difference between 
getting on the housing ladder or not, then most 
borrowers would be prepared to do so. 

“The days of the 25-year mortgage are a 
thing of the past. Tighter affordability rules 
brought in since the downturn mean that 
lenders are scrutinising borrowers’ outgoings 
as well as income when deciding how much 
they can borrow. 

“While income multiples may seem high, 
borrowers are stress-tested at a much higher 
rate of interest than the one they are currently 
paying so that the lender is confident that they 
can afford the mortgage even if rates rise.” 

Duncan Stott, an affordable house price 
campaigner for Priced Out UK, said longer 
mortgages would only worsen the city’s hous¬ 
ing situation and they should not be offered.

POT PIE 


(SERVES 6) 


INGREDIENTS 

(508 calories per serving) 

1 kg (2 lb) chicken 

1.25 litres (2 pints) chicken stock 

1 onion, quartered 

1 celery stalk, thickly sliced 
Pared zest and juice of 1 lemon 

2 carrots 

2 waxy potatoes, peeled and cut 

into quarters 

45 g (V /2 oz) butter 

45 g (V /2 oz) plain flour, plus extra 

for dusting 

Salt and black pepper 

125 g (4 oz) frozen peas 

175 g (6 oz) shortcrust pastry 

Beaten egg yolk, for glazing 

REQUIRED EQUIPMENT 

2 litre (3 V 2 pint) pie dish 

METHOD 

1. Put the chicken, stock, 
onion, celery, and lemon 
zest into a large saucepan. 
Bring to a boil, cover, and 
simmer for 30 minutes. 

2. Add the carrots and 
potatoes, cover, and simmer 
for about 20 minutes or 
until the vegetables are 
cooked and the chicken is 
just tender. Remove the veg¬ 
etables from the liquid and 


set aside. Leave the chicken 
to cool in the liquid. 

3. Remove the meat from 
the chicken, and cut 
into bite-sized pieces, 
discarding the skin and 
bones. Dice the vegetables. 

4. Skim the fat from the 
cooking liquid, then bring 
600 ml (1 pint) of the liquid 
to a boil. Melt the butter in 
another pan, add the flour, 
and cook, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, for 1 minute. Stir in the 
hot stock, whisking until it 
comes to a boil and 
thickens. Add the lemon 
juice and season with salt 
and pepper. 

5. Stir the chicken, diced 
vegetables, and peas into 
the sauce, then leave to 
cool. 

6. On a lightly floured work 
surface, roll out the pastry 
and cut out the lid, then fill, 
cover, and decorate the 
pie. 

7. Bake in a preheated oven 
at 190°C (170°C fan, Gas 5) 
for 30 minutes or until the 
top is crisp and golden 
brown. Serve hot.

I'M a bit dizzy as in the past two 
weeks I've made new wine 
discoveries and remembered old 
ones. 

First, my new discoveries. Last 
week I went to Veneto in Italy, to 
visit the home of Soave white 
wines and some delicious reds 
from Colli Berici. 

I'll share some wines with you 
in a couple of weeks, but for 
now, my first wine discovery was 
this; an Italian fizz based 
on a native grape called 
durella, which is made into a 
sparkling wine called durello. 

I was slap bang in the 
heart of prosecco land and 
you know what, in four days 
I didn't sip a single glass of 
the stuff. I asked if durello 
was the new prosecco, but 
apparently it is little-known

even in Italy. I was so giddy 
when I visited the wine co-oper¬ 
ative Cantina Di Soave (which 
sits in the shadow of the Soave 
city walls and its castle) to be 
told by the team that they 
export a durello wine to the 
UK. 

Here it is folks. Left, 
Settecento33 Spumante 
Brut NV (£10, oddbins.com, 
12% abv). If you love fizz, 
and you love trying new 
things, then give it a go. This 
fizz is a treat, with crispy 




apple and pears centre stage but 
layers of tangier fruit too, such as 
grapefruit and lemons. The grapes 
are grown in soils influenced by 
now extinct volcanoes and the 
wine has a mineral, upright edge. 

Now, to remembering an old 
discovery. Many, many moons 
ago, when my wine life was but a 
dream, I visited Chablis and it 
was that trip which started me 
on this wine adventure. Chablis 
is in Burgundy, France, and the 
white wines are classic, with 
chardonnay grapes growing 
on vines which seek nutrients 
deep down in an ancient 
seabed. An entry-level wine is 
petit chablis and it is lovely to 
see one being released in 
Lidl's new French Wine Cellar 
range (due in shops on 
September 28). Domaine de 


Oliveira Lecestre Petit Chablis 

(£10.99,12.5% abv), below, has 
aromas of lemon and crisp freshly 
sliced green apples, and just a 
flirt with springtime flowers. 
Petit chablis is the lowest of 
the four levels of Chablis 
wines and the simplest to 
embrace; then comes Chablis 
(the most common) the 
premier cru and finally 
grand cru. Other picks in 
Lidl's French range include 
an Alsace Vieilles Vignes 
Gewurztraminer (£7.99, 
13% abv), a Rhone red, 
Memoire du Terroir 
Cairanne Cotes du Rhone 
Villages (£5.99,13.5% 
abv) and a tasty dry 
cremant, L'Ephemere 
Cremant de Limoux Brut 
(£7.99,12.5% abv). 



■ Also in my glass ... the previous 
cremant leads me on nicely to 
Tesco Finest Cremant de Limoux 
Rose (£11) which I know in another 
life was voted one of the Sud de 
France Languedoc-Roussillon Top 
100 wines (head to suddefrance- 
top100.co.uk to discover more). 

I wanted to bring you this wine 
the other week in my cremant 
feature but as it was so new on 
Tesco's shelves (and hot off the 
press) I needed to confirm the 
price. 

It is a blend of chardonnay, 
chenin and pinot noir and is dry, 
toasty, and laden with fresh 
redcurrants and raspberries. I 
sipped with a steak and salad and 
it was delicious.

60g (2 oz) butter, melted 

BEEF LAYER INGREDIENTS 

30g (1 oz) butter 
1 kg (2 lb) lean minced beef 
1 tbsp plain flour 

1 x 400g can chopped tomatoes 

2 tbsp tomato puree 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 tsp caster sugar 
Salt and black pepper 

SPINACH AND CHEESE LAYER 
INGREDIENTS 

625g (1 Va lb) spinach leaves, tough 
stalks removed, roughly chopped

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Trust has doubled its spend 
on private ambulance services 



NHS spending on private ambu¬ 
lances in the eastern region has 
more than doubled in the past year 
because of staff shortages. 

Data collected by the Press As¬ 
sociation has revealed that ambu¬ 
lance trusts across the country are 
using private firms to help answer 
999 calls and transport people to 
hospital. 

In our region, the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
racked up a bill of £14,012,429, in 
2016/17, compared to £6,639,335 
the year before. 

Nationwide, the bill was £78 mil¬ 
lion, similar to 2015/16, but up 22 
per cent from 2014/15, which was 
£64 million. 

Private ambulances are hired 
from private firms as well as chari¬ 
ties such as St lohn Ambulance and 
the Red Cross. 

Experts said soaring demand was 
behind the need for them, as well as 
problems moving patients through 
hospitals, which means NHS ambu¬ 
lances cannot be freed up. 

The Royal College of Emergency 
Medicine’s president, Dr Taj Has- 
san, said: “It is concerning trusts are 
having to use part of their budget 
for private ambulances, and serves

to highlight the current levels of de¬ 
mand emergency departments are 
facing. 

“Under-resourced departments 
are struggling with overcrowding 
and ‘exit block’, when patients can¬ 
not be moved in a timely manner to 
a ward. 

“This means patients are waiting 
longer to be seen and ambulances 
cannot offload patients quickly, be¬ 
cause there is no room for them. 

“Ambulances then have to queue 
outside emergency departments for 
longer than should be necessary, 
delaying them from getting back 
out into the community, and creat¬ 
ing a need for private ambulances.” 

fonathan Street, spokesman for 
the College of Paramedics, said NHS 
ambulance staff were “under heavy 
pressure due to growing numbers of 
999 calls”. 

He added: “These services are 
increasingly reliant on paramed¬ 
ics and other ambulance clinicians 
within the private sector to meet 
the demand, which involves con¬ 


siderable cost.” 

He said a high turnover of NHS 
staff was affected by levels of stress, 
increasing workloads and paramed¬ 
ics wishing to work in other areas. 

He added: “Large numbers of stu¬ 
dents are currently studying degree- 
level paramedic education. 

“The college is confident that in¬ 
creasing numbers of qualified para¬ 
medics in the next few years will see 
a reduction in the need for reliance 
on the private sector routinely, sav¬ 
ing them for use only at times of 
surges in demand.” 

A Department of Health spokes¬ 


man said: “The ambulance service 
answers more than 10 million calls 
every year and the vast majority of 
patients get an excellent service. 

“Occasionally, ambulance trusts 
use other providers including St 
fohn Ambulance to help with spikes 
in demand, and these providers are 
subject to the same rigorous safety 
and quality inspections as NHS am¬ 
bulances.” 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Service NHS Trust said: 
“Over the last few years, the trust 
has hired hundreds of new staff to 
improve the service for our patients 


and to meet growing demand. 

“We continue to increase our own 
front-line staffing, which has ena¬ 
bled us to significantly reduce our 
use of private ambulance services 
this financial year and, in the first 
five months of 2017/18, our private 
ambulance spend was £1.7 million. 

“We plan to spend around £3 mil¬ 
lion this year on front line support 
and will dynamically review it to 
keep our patients safe. 

“Recruiting trained staff, particu¬ 
larly registered paramedics, is ex¬ 
tremely challenging and while we 
continue to recruit and train a sig¬ 
nificant number of patient-facing 
staff, we continue to use private 
ambulance services so we can re¬ 
spond to patients as quickly as pos¬ 
sible and give them the best possi¬ 
ble service. 

“Like the vast majority of UK 
ambulance services, we use Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) regis¬ 
tered private ambulance services 
so we can respond to patients as 
quickly as possible. Alongside the 
requirement to be officially CQC 
accredited, each provider we use is 
also subject to our own internal ap¬ 
proval processes and regular quality 
reviews.”

N ISSAN has revealed its latest Leaf all¬ 
electric model which will be on sale 
in the UK in January. 

The new Leaf - built in Britain at Nissan's 
Sunderland factory - is packed with new 
technology that will embrace the early steps 
of advanced driver assistance. 

Innovations include the e-Pedal which 
Nissan claim will allow motorists to drive 
and brake in a totally new and seamless 
way. 

The range of the new Leaf has also been 
increased and the vehicle is capable of 
covering 235 miles on a single charge. 

A higher capacity model with increased 
motor power and battery capacity allowing 
the Leaf to travel even further will be 
introduced towards the end of next year. 

The latest Leaf features three core new 
'intelligent' driving technologies. 

The first is Nissan's semi-autonomous 
ProPILOT advanced driver assistance 
system. Used during single-lane driving on 
the highway, it makes the drive easier, less 
stressful and more relaxing by helping to 
keep the car on track automatically. 

The second is ProPILOT Park, which will 
take control of all steering, acceleration, 


braking and gear selection to guide the car 
automatically into a parking spot. 

Also included is the e-Pedal, a new 
technology that allows drivers to start, 
accelerate, decelerate and stop just by 
adjusting input upon the accelerator pedal. 

When the accelerator is fully released, 
regenerative and friction brakes are applied 
automatically, gradually bringing the car to 
a complete stop. The conventional brake 
pedal must still be used in aggressive braking 
situations.

V AUXHALL'S latest Insignia Tourer has 

arrived and it's a cracker, writes Edward 
Stephens. 

If you have been driving the old Insignia for a 
while and think you know the model you'll be 
in for a shock when you slip behind the wheel 
of its successor. 

Not only is it lighter in weight, has more 
interior space and is quieter but it also features 
a host of excellent creature comforts - some of 
them optional extras - that make it a very easy 
car to live with. 

Despite no real change to the overall length 
of this estate car - although the wheelbase has 
been extended - the new model looks sleeker 
and more sporting, thanks in part to a reduction 
in height of 29mm, the fitting of silver roof rails 
and twin chrome strips which run from front to 
back. 

The use of lightweight materials means 
the car is now up to 200kg lighter, helping to 
improve handling and performance. 

And a redesigned luggage area has been 
increased by 135 litres giving the car a massive 
1,640-litre capacity - enough to suit even the 
most demanding of estate car drivers. 

Inside the new Insignia is impressive, with 
an up-market dashboard with eight-inch touch 
screen, leather sports seats, more head and leg 
room for rear seat passengers and a host of nice 
touches. 

The 1.6-litre SRi, for example, has heated 
seats front and rear, a heated steering wheel 
and heated front screen. 


It also came with a head-up display so you 
could read everything in the windscreen from 
your speed to what radio channel you were 
playing without having to take your eyes off the 
road. 

By any standards the Tourer is a long car but 
parking sensors front and back and best of all a 
rear-view camera made light work of parking in 
tight spots. 

On the road the 136ps diesel is beautifully 
torquey and remarkably quiet. It's mated to a 
six-speed manual gearbox which is one of the 
smoothest I have come across in a long time. 

The gearing makes it a very relaxed car for 
long distance touring with 70 miles per hour 
coming up at just 2000 revs in sixth. Conversely 
when you need the acceleration just drop a 
couple of gears, this car is only too happy to 
deliver. 

And if you want a bit of peace and quiet from 
youngsters in the rear seats on long journeys, 
Vauxhall's OnStar provides Wi-Fi for up to 
seven devices on the move so there's no more 
"are we nearly there yet?". 

This car also came with the new IntelliLux 
matrix headlights, a £1,010 optional extra but 
well worth it for superb night driving vision. 

The new Insignia Sports Tourer is a great all 
round package which offers refined comfort, 
good performance, plenty of space and sensibly 
priced motoring with the promise of more than 
62 miles per gallon. 

And while that's the official figure I managed 
to achieve some 58mpg without even trying.
